R yan ad m itte d the c o n ­ 
fessions into evidence along 
with a .30-caliber carbine 
Kunkle said he recovered 
from the Brazos River in 
Waco after White told him 
where to look for it. 
Court appointed attorneys

Worden and

Truett repeatedly objected 
to 
K u n k le’s 
testim o n y 
contending their c lie n t’s 
case was being prejudiced. 
They asked Judge Ryan to 
order a mistrial, but the 
judge refused.

and intensive density were

C o m m is s io n e r s 
Monday night as they denied 
the an n ex atio n and p e r ­ 
manent zoning of 215 acres 
on EM 544 just east of its 
in tersectio n with P resto n 
Rd. 
P la n n in g 
c o n s u lta n t 
F ern an d o 
W illiams 
and 
Shindler 
C um m ings, 
a 
p a rtic ip a n t 
in 
the 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
g r o u p , 
presented futile arguments 
for granting 55.7 acres of 
retail, 27.5 acres of a p a rt­ 
ments (MF-2), 73 acres of 
townhouses (SF-A) and 59.4 
acres of patio homes (PD- 
SF-A). 
A similar request was also 
denied earlier in the spring. 
Both denials were without 
p reju d ice. 
The p ro p erty 
which is in the Benjamin 
Craig Survey, Abs. No. 176, 
and the Thomas J. Cotton 
Survey, Abs. 
No. 202, 
is 
located across FM 544 from 
the 113 acre regional retail 
center being developed by 
Sears. 
If the retail zoning were 
granted, one million square 
feet of retail building space 
would be added to the in­ 
tersection of FM 544 and 
Preston Rd., pointed out Jim 
L e e , 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
assistant in the Planning and 
Engineering 
Department. 
He told commissioners the 
Sears center will have about 
two million square feet of 
building coverage and 
is 
designed to serve a 75,000 
population. Forty acres of 
retail zoning on the nor­ 
theast and southwest cor­ 
ners of the intersection add 
an additional 70,000 square 
feet coverage and serve a 
16,000 population, he said. 


The three corners com ­ 
bined 
with 
the 
cu rre n t 
request would saturate the 
area, Lee said. The retail 
zoning 
would 
need 
a 
population of 113,000 to 
support it properly and he 
pointed 
out 
that 
P lano’s 
population was estimated at 
only 100,000 by the year 2000. 
“We see this property in 
the path of growth,” said 
Cummings. “ We will provide 
sewer and water service to 
the 
a re a 
and 
we 
have 
already invested $40 to $50 
million 
in 
this 
property. 
Apparently we see this area 
at 
a 
higher 
sta g e 
of 
developm ent 
than 
you 
commissioners do.” 
“The market is there,” 
Williams claimed. 
“There 
will be sufficient population 
in the area even 
if the 
population expansion does 
not take place within the 
Plano city limits. Since our 
last 
req u e st 
w e ’ve 
eliminated 44 acres of office 
zoning but we have retained 
sev eral 
office 
buildings 
within 
the

classification. To make it a 
functional center we need 
the 55 acres.” 
Their argum ents failed to 
convince the commissioners, 
however, and E E. (Hank) 
Murphree pointed out that 
the m aster plan calls for less 
than eight acres of retail 
zoning at the site. He and 
commissioners Bob Collins 
and Dick H ickm an also 
expressed concern at the 
high 
density 
of 
the 
residential section of 
the 
property. 
“We still have enough land 
available in . Plano thai we 
a re n ’t forced to have that 
high a density residential 
d ev e lo p m e n t,” 
H ickm an 
said. “ Also, we don’t need 
that many patio homes. I 
realize this is a new concept 


but we need to be very 
careful about where we put 
these types of homes and 
insure that we don’t create a 
relatively large area with a 
high density.” 
Collins agreed and pointed 
out that granting such a 
req u e st 
could 
set 
a 
precedent for the property 
north and east of the tract 
under consideration. 
In other action the com ­ 
mission recommended by a 
2-1 vote that a 2.85 acre tract 
on the southeast corner of 
the intersection of Avenue L 


and 18th Street retain its PD- 
73-MF-3 designation. T h e 
p ro p e rty w as p rev io u sly 
rezoned from MF I to the 
MF 3 classification with the 
stipulation that development 
begin within a year 
Financing difficulties have

Robinson’s Writ Denied 
Fight for Blacks 
Chair to Continue

The 
denial 
of 
Dennis 
Robinson ’s request for a writ 
of m andam us has not ended 
the controversy over Place I 
on the Plano Independent 
School 
District 
Board 
of 
Trustees. 
The Court of Civil Appeals 
for 
the 
Fifth 
S uprem e 
Ju d icial 
D istrict 
said 
Monday 
morning 
that 
it 
would not issue a writ for­ 
cing the school board to issue 
Robinson 
a 
certificate of 
election 
in 
the April 
6 
gen eral 
election; 
but 
Monday afternoon Robinson 
said he would ta k e his 
request to the State Supreme 
Court. 
He had asked that the 
certificate issued to J. David 


Black after a May ll runoff 
election be revoked and that 
he be seated on the board in 
Black's place. 
Black 
has 
been serving in Place I since 
May 21. 
Robinson contends that he 
should have been issued a 
certificate in the general 
election 
since 
he 
was 
declared the winner by 
vote margin in an April 
canvass. His attorney 
Glenn 
argued 
before 
three-judge panel that 
actions of the school board 
after April 9 were illegal. 
On April 
15 a 
box of 
forgotten absentee ballots 
was counted and 
it was 
found that Robinson still had 
a one vote majority. On the 
sixteenth the board negated 
its April 9 canvass and or-

dered a recount of the ballots 
which showed a difference of 
only eight 
votes between 
Robinson and Black 
The 
board then called a May ll 
runoff election which Black 
won by 227 votes. 
Glenn said he had been 
informed 
verbally of 
the 
court’s denial of the writ and 
that a written decision would 
be issued later in the month. 
He said he had been given no 
reason for the denial but 
added that he believed the 
written decision would in­ 
dicate the judges felt there 
was a fact question in the 
case. 
A fact question cannot be 
decided in an appeals court, 
but must be decided by a 
judge 
and 
jury. 
Glenn 
contends there is no fact 
dispute and said 
he 
is 
already preparing a brief to 
be submitted to the Texas 
State Supreme Court. 
He 
explained 
that 
the 
State 
Suprem e Court an d 
the 


Court of Civil Appeals have 
Concurrent 
jurisdiction 
in 
such m atters. He said his 
petition would be submitted 
within a week to IO days. 
“The judges here have a 
history 
of riot 
g ran tin g 
writs," Robinson said. “ We 
dc not know yet what their 
thinking was in this case, but 
we’re going to take it on to 
the .Supreme Court to get a 
clear ruling on the actions of 
the school board.’’ 
“W eare delighted with the 
court s action, although we 
don’t know- yet how the court 
arrived 
at 
its 
decision,” 
noted school board attorney 
Nathan White Jr. “The court 
will 
render 
its 
w ritten 
opinion later in the month, 
but it has refused to strike 
down 
the actions of 
the 
school board and we are 
gratified that our actions 
have been upheld.” 
Black was out of tow-n and 
could not be reached for 
comment.

With Federal 
spending at its highest rate, 
we certainly do not need to 
add more for Washington in 
the form of special gifts and 
fiscal obligations. 
Last, but far from least, 
was the bill to increase the 
salaries of D C. policemen,

and 
teach ers. 
Privates on the D C. police 
and fire units currently are 
paid $10,000 to start. They 
can advance to $14,400. With 
the enactment of this bill, the 


salaries for both will change 
to a starting figure of $11,600, 
and a maximum figure of 
$16,705. 
L e t’s co m p are this to 
Dallas, where police and fire 
privates make $9,408 and can 
eventually a tta in $10,860. 
This shows an obviously vast 
difference in salaries. This 
difference should not be paid 
for in the form of taxes on 
the people of Texas. Let D C. 
pay their own police and 
firemen; Congress already 
pays the Capitol and Park 
police. 
Teachers in Washington, 
D C. are presently hired at 
$8,770 if they have a B A. and 
$9,650 if they have earned 
their 
m a s te rs .

cements can reach as high 
as $13,615 and $15,675 for the 
respective degrees.

Wife’s Efforts For Release Useless 


By EDWARD A. FULTON 
DALLAS UPI — A young 
Dallas woman said she was 
awakened March 29 by a 
series of 
telephone calls 
from lawyers in Mexico City, 
saying her husband was in 
jail in Mexico City on drug 
charges and it would cost 
$20,000 to $30,000 to get him 
out. 
She said she was at first 
distressed, and immediately 
began trying to get him out. 
Four months later, she said 
she is not really even hopeful 
any more, despite his claims 
and her conviction that he is 
innocent. 
The husband, in talks with 
UPI 
correspondents 
in 
Mexico City, asked that his 
name not be used, for fear of 
reprisals within 
the 
city 
Lecumberri Men’s Prison — 
The “ Black Palace” — and 
because of the scandal his 
arrest would cause in the 
Dallas business community. 
“ If nothing else comes out 


of this story, I want to tell 
people w hat’s happening 
down there,” the wife said. 
“ I mean, who could have 
known about it? But if you’re 
traveling in Mexico you take 
your freedom and your 
sanity in your hands.” 
Her husband was traveling 
through Mexico City back to 
the United States from a 
South Am erican business 
trip. The friend, William 
“ Billy Joe” Smith Jr., 28, of 
Honolulu, admitted he was 
carrying 28 grams of cocaine 
in a girdle. However, the 
husband and Smith have told 
Mexican authorities 
the 
husband was not involved, 
and was unaware. 
The husband in Mexico 
City said at the airport he 
was stripped, doused in a 
shower and tortured with a 
cattle prod into signing a 
“ confession” w ritten 
in 
Spanish. 
He 
has 
since 
disavowed it, but has not 
been given a trial date and

may not have one for as long 
as a year and half, based on

prisoners. 
His wife said she has sold 
their car, moved into 
a 
cheap 
apartm ent - 
and 
borrowed

done nothing and to give her 
husband 
via 
$5 and 
$10 
money orders to buy in­ 
cidentals from guards. 
“ My husband lives under 
constant fear,” she said. 
“Say you’re sitting there in 
your cell and the guards pass 
by and you look up and they 
don’t like the way you look at 
them. About IO guards just 
beat the hell out of you. So 
there is this constant, con­ 
stant pressure. 
“ Emergencies? Oh, things 
like he was sitting playing 
cards, just wasting time, and 
the guards come and get 
him. He’s given a brick and a 
big bucket and put on his 
hands and knees to scrub the 
floors. Then they made him 
strip and put him in the 
showers to scrub them . And 
then he was taken to the 


latrin e 
w here 
all 
the 
prisoners had been all day — 
and nothing was flushed — 
and they were required to 
scrub these out with their 
hands. 
“ L ater that night 
the 
guard comes back and says, 
‘Well, you’re going to be on 
this work detail all week. But 
for a hundred pesos I can get 
you off it.’ 
Of course, a hundred pesos 
is only about $8. It’s not that 
much money, but ifs like . . . 
something like this is con­ 
stantly going on. I can pay. I 
am willing to pay. But I can’t 
pay forever and nothing be 
done. I’ve already m ade one 
m istake her first attorney 
and I’m going to have to find 
another one, 
borrow 
the 
m oney 
again,

dollars. 
“ My husband has gotten 
very despondent. I talk to 
him in on the telephone 
telephone and I come off in 
tears because he is just so 
totally, totally whipped.

perience not the least bit 
bawdy, and although there’s 
weaknesses here and there, 
it’s definitely destined for 
greater things and should be 
considered a “ must see” 
attraction. 
Producer Barry Hope tells 
of how Dick Clark has been 
in town three times to view 
the 
production. 
Peter 
Brown, producer of “ Jesus 
Christ, Superstar,” also is 
interested in the property. 
This is but two of many who

He 
said he had my money. I said 
it wasn't necessary to pay 
me then, he could wait until I 
was 
through. 
‘You’re 
through.” ’ he said. 
Skelton broke away from 
the others, worked out his 
own act, and stayed at the 
theater for six weeks. 
He brought his character 
portrayals with him 
into 
radio and television and was 
on the tube for 20 con­ 
secutive years. 
“ I left home to join a 
medicine show. 
After 
51 
years in show' business, I 
was on television. I figured I 
was right 
back where I 
started—selling medicine,” 
he said. 
Then, he said, attitudes of 
TV executives changed

They wanted sick stuff and 
dirty lines.

He doesn’t think the new’ 
comedians are funny, either. 
“ They’re filthy, not fun­ 
ny,” he said. 
“ They’re 
taking shortcuts to get a big 
laugh instead of working for 
their audience. They can 
finish a show, hang up their 
tux and shirt, and put it on 
again for the next 
With 
mine, you have to wring out 
the sweat and send it to the 
cleaners. You gotta go out 
and 
work for your 
audi­ 
ence.” 
Skelton’s biography says 
he has appeared in 48 movies 
and 
plans to produce a 
couple, has written nearly 
5,000 musical selections and 
64 symphonies, has written 
more than 4.000 short stories 
and published two books. He 
has entertained 
six 
presidents from Roosevelt to 
Nixon. He sells his oil 
paintings via mail order, and 
one brought $11,000. 
That would be enough for 
many persons but Skelton, 
nearing 61, doesn’t consider 
retiring from the public eye. 
“ Wily quit? Ifs the only 
thing I know. Quitting is like 
hanging your soul on the wall 
and closing the door on it,” 
he said.

The production has all the 
dynamics necessary to carry 
it onto Broadway-great 
m u sic,

By comparison, “ Dream” 
does for Shakespeare what 
“ Godspell” does for St. 
Luke’s Gospel. 
The only drawback ap­ 
pears to be the professional 
polish which would come 
from some hard and tight 
directing, along with some 
minor rewriting. The actors 
as a whole are good, but 
performances are rather 
spotty-very good in some 
places, somewhat mediocre 
and 
bad 
in 
others. 
N o n e t h e l e s s , 
i t ’ s 
wholesomely 
entertaining. 
All performers are very 
involved in what they are 
doing, and this boundless 
freshman energy manages 
to infect the audience and 
makes for an exciting and 
enjoyable evening. 
Script-wise, 
the 
play 
begins 
somewhat 
slow, 
substituting main plot for 
superficial plot, but here the 
music 
helps

Shakespeare’s 
complexity 
and his need to introduce 
characters and plots. It’s not 
until the plot-or plots-is 
firmly established well into 
the first act that the musical 
really begins to fly.

The best song, though, is 
the melodic and tender 
“ What Is Love,” performed 
by a captivatingly beautiful 
Elta Blake Snyder as Her- 
mia. Ms. Snyder’s rendition 
seems to lack “ soul,” but the 
music and lyrics refuse to be 
obscure and should cause 
any viewer with a heart to 
pause and take note.

the play’s finest mirthful 
moments. 
Greg Poe portrays Tom 
Snout, a tinker, and also a 
wall in the play-within-a- 
play. Although his con­ 
tribution 
is 
somewhat 
pedestrian during most of 
his on-stage appearances, 
Poe’s comic abilities come 
strongly to the forefront in 
his portrayal of the wall. He 
also manages a one-liner or 
two which I suspect isn’t 
written into the script. 
Chelcie Ross as Oberon 
seems to be imitating Don 
Knotts imitating Dracula 
imitating a comic version of 
himself. Add to this his 
rubber-faced 
experssions 
and his habit of bouncing 
back and forth between 
slapstick 
and

seriousness, and you have an 
entertaining-even 
though 
bewildering-characteriz- 
ation which is hard to pin 
down. 
However,

“ Clostridium perfringens” 
is the culprit in most food 
poisoning cases, which start 
with improper food storage, 
one nutritionist noted. 
“ Around us constantly, 
perfringens creates 
prob­ 
lems only when they build up 
to substantial numbers in 
food,” according to Frances 
Reasonover, 
foods 
and 
nutrition specialist, Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, The Texas A&M 
University System. 
In the stomach, this build­ 
up causes severe irritation 
and excess fluid. 
Although usually mild, 
perfringens bacteria can 
cause serious dines — even 
death — in older persons and 
infants, 
the 
specialist 
warned. 
Foods containing 
per­ 
fringens are boiled, stewer, 
and lightly roasted meat or 
poultry — plus meat and 
poultry 
stews, 
sauces, 
gravies, 
pies, 
salads, 
casseroles 
and 
dressings. 


Almost 
half 
of 
child 
poisonings involve aspirin. 


“ Most 
high 
-level 
con­ 
taminations 
stem 
from 
storing 
such 
foods 
im ­ 
properly — leaving food at 
room temperature too long 
or improper refrigeration.” 
Miss Reasonover noted 
that 
meals 
prepared 
for 
large dinners, banquets or 
institutions often involve 
perfringens 
illness 
out­ 
breaks. 
She blamed this on steam 
tables, “ which may not keep 
internal temperatures above 
140 degrees F. 
“ The same thing happens 
in trying to cool large 
quantities of food.

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Reporter Lists Canoe Tips 


When Boating Down the Brazos 


(E ditors 
note: 
UPI 
Reporter 
Ed 
Fulton 
and 
canoeist-fisher-man 
Keith 
Williams took a three day 
canoe trip down the Brazos 
River in West Central Tex­ 
as. Here is a report on what 
the outdoorsm an 
should 
expect from a similar trip.) 
by EDWARD A. FULTON 
PALO PINTO, Tex. (UPI) 
— Twenty and one-tenths 
miles of the Brazos River 
from 
just 
below 
Possom 
Kingdom Lake to the High­ 
way 4 bridge presents the 
fisherman and canoeist with 
two rivers, each as different 
as a mountain stream and 
the Mississippi River. 
W hichever ap p eals the 
most depends on whether a 
person prefers a pound bass 
boiling into a popping bug, or 
the pure poundage of catfish 
which can be taken off a trot 
line or by still fishing with 
minnows or blood bait. 
Before getting on 
the 
river, the fisherman should 
decide what he is after, and 
then 
take 
the 
p roper 
equipment and plan his time 
accordingly. Hours flow by 
quickly, and on most of the 
Brazos a canoe moves only 
as fast as it is rowed, leaving 
a tight num ber of extra 
hours for 
fishing, 
nature 
watching or swimming. 
The Brazos flows from 
West Texas on a wandering 
path into Possom Kingdom 
Lake located 95 miles west of 
Dallas-Fort 
Worth. 
Below 
the 
d am , 
the w ater 
is 
refreshed, flowing from the 
cool 
bottom 
of the dam 
through spillways controlled 
by a button at the Brazos 
River Authority in Austin. 
The river is clear, cold and 
fast 
for 
th ree 
m iles, 


gradually changing back to 
its prairie form, picking up 
silt and warming. 
The river flows generally 
southeast, but m akes wide 
arcs and doubles back often 
among high, granite buttes 
and rock faces, with one set 
of cliffs rising at least 300 
feet above the river. All are 
covered with dense stands of 
oak, mesquite, willow and 
cottonwood, 
an d 
in 
the 
spring 
w in n o w e r s 
a re 
plentiful. V ultures circ le 
high above, and there are 
n u m ero u s songbirds and 
hawks 
nesting 
along 
the 
banks. 
Keith Williams of Garland, 
who has taken his canoe 
down the river a half dozen 
times, and I left the car at 
Dark Valley Camp at the 
intersection of the river and 
State Highway 4. just a short 
jog north of U.S. Highway 
180. 
O. B. Rogers, owner of the 
cam p and a veteran of a 
quarter century on the river, 
re n te d us a canoe and 
carried us and the gear to 
the jump off spot just below 
Morris Shepherd Dam. The 
dam , he said, m ade his 
business 
and 
keeps 
it 
flourishing. 
“ Before that dam, w e’d 
have a year where you had to 
walk a mile down the bed 
before you found water, and 
then 
the 
next 
year 
it’d 
flood,” he said. 
“ Now it 
never stops flowing. T here’s 
some peanut farm ers here 
that use the irrigation.” 
The river was 
running 
high at the jumpoff spot just 
below the dam, flowing fast 
enough for the first mile and 
a half that the canoe just 
needed guiding.
